This sample collected directly from 
the new well showed a high bact»frial 
count with absence of gas-forming or- 
ganisms in the various portions tested.

- From a chemical standpoint this wa- 
terhas relatively low mineraf content 
and differs but sliehtly from the quality 
of water furnished by the older well. 
The alkalinity consists of bicarbonates 
of calcium and magnesium causing 
temporary hardneso, a small amount of 
sodium or potassium bicarbonates and 
also a small amount of sodium carbon- 
ale. If the- water is used in boilers a 
soft sludge will be produced, but no 
hard scale. The sulphate content is 
aufficientiv high to cause a slight foam- 
ing or priming.

Christmas is so near. And two fine 
programs by the Sunday school: one 
a beautiful pageant Christmas (Sun- 
day) night by the larger children and 
young folks; the other a splendid pro- 
gram with Christinas tree by the 
younger children, -to be given Christ- 
mas eve (Saturday) evening.

The transportation policy of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, 
formally projected into the railroad 
situation on Oocotber 18, continues to 
exert its effect in bringing aliout 
downward revision in freight rates. 
. The Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion has authorized the carriers to 
make n general, reduction of ten per. 
cent on basic -farm products, effec- 
tive at once." This is the first gen- 
' eral reduction on' basic commodities 
I ever effected through out the United 
IStates._ The order of the commission 
approving the action of the carriers 
I and authorizing them to work . the 
i reductions eff<;ctive at once, is dated 
December 3, 1921. The reductions 
[are to be established and maintained 
for a period of six months through- 
out the country, except between 
points in New England. This is to 
serve as a sort of test jieriod. It will 
be determined later whether, they 
shall continue after the six months 
have expired. "

The American Farm Bureau Feder-

America Has, Free Acceso to Island 
for Cable or Radio Purposes-^-U. 
-8. Nationals to Be on Footing 
of. Equity With Japs. 



Washington, Dec. 14. — Setllement of 
tbe Yup I88UU I'L'twijen the .United 
StutoB und Japan wiib uuuounceU by 
Secretniy of State Hughes, The 
agreement takes the fonn of q treaty 
between tbe two nations. The signa- 
ture of the United atutes to the four- 
power agreement presented ut the 
plenary session of the anas confer- 
ence Saturday depended upon a sep- 
arate aettleineat of the Xnp Issue. 

The terms of the Yap settlement 
were ofllclully announced as follows: 

1. It is agreed that the United States 
shall have free access to the Island- of 
Yap on the footing of entire equity 
with Japan or any other nation. In all 
that relates to the landing and op- 
eration of the existing Yup-Guum 
cable or of any cable which may here- 
after be laid by the United Slates or 
Us nationals. 

2. It Is also agreed that the United 
States and Its nationals are to be ud- 
corded tlie same rights and privileges 
witli respect to radio telegraph serv- 
ice as with regard to. cables. It Is 
provided that so lonK us the Japanese 
government shall nialntaln on the .Is- 
land of Yap un adetiuate radio tele- 
graphic stotlon, co-operating effectively 
with the cables and with other radio 
stations or ships with wires, without 
discriminatory exactions or prefer- 
ences, the exercise of the right to es- 
tablish radio telegrnplile stations at 
Yap by the United States or Its na- 
tionals shall be suspended. 

3. It Is further agreed that the 
United States shall enjoy In the Island 
oi: Ynp the following rights, privileges 
and exemptions: 
A — Slave trading is prohibited. 
li — Tralllc la arms and anmltlons joC 
war are to be controlled In accordance 
with regulations lald down In 1010 
covering this subject In mandated ter- 
ritories. 

C — Commerce or truffle In liquor Is 
prohibited. 

r» — There shall bo no rallltary train- 
ing oVthc natives other than for nor- 
mal police duties. 

* E — No fortUicatlons or bases of mil- 
itary character are to be erected. 

F-^Jllssionarles of any state shall 
have free access to and from the Is- 
lands and shall be unhindered In the 
pursuit of their work. 

G — Japan shall maintain normal po- 
lice administration of the Island, In re- 
turn for which American property 
rights are to bo protected. ^ 

H— ^VJl treaties between the United 
States and Japan are to be applicable 
to tbo Island of Yap and other man- 
dated Islands .south of the eciUator.

Washington, Dec. 11.— The American 
birth rate advanced 1.4 per cent in 
1020, as compared with 1010, according 
to the census. liurouu.

The rate last year, 
however, was 1.3 per cent below the 
rate of lOlG, which the bureau de- 
clared may bo looked upon as a more 
normal year, as It preceded the Itfiii- 
en7.n epidemic and the entrance of tlie 
United States Into the war.

The following should be read by 
everyone and much care taken during 
the holidays to prevent fires: 

In order that the filadaome holiday 
season may not be turned into one of 
. sorrow the following fire prevention 
hints should be carefully lived up to: 

Beware of inflammable tree trim- 
minga. ' 

Cotton whiskers and other flimsy 
trimmings for the mimic Santa Ciaus 
should not be tolerated. 

\Vatch Bmokers, do not let them 
light cigars or cigareta near decora- 
tions. 

Keep away from heat or open flames 
nil ornamenta made of celluloid which 
are not only imflammable but also ex- 
plosive and dangerous. 

Remove all waate material from be- 
hind counter and pay especial attention 
to packing and ahipping rooms. 

Do not make temporary pxtensions of 
lighting systems. 

See that all fire extinguishers are in 
plain sight and easy to procure in case 
of fire. 

Do not put colorpd paper over elec- 
tric light bulbs; it may start a blaze. ,:,: 

Do not decorate your tree with paper i^J 
cotton or any other inflammable orna- - 
ments. 

Do not use cotton to represent snow- 
snow but instead use asbeslos fibre. 

■Electric lights for ChriRimaa treps 
are inexpensive and safe, but if candles 
rnust be used, do not allow children to 
light or relight them while parents are 
not present. 
Have pail of water handv. 
Have a rug or woolen blanket ready. 
If the clothing of any person takes 
fire, do not trv to beat it out with your 3- 
handg, but wrap the person in a rug or t 
blanket to smother the fire. 1^ 

Fire proofing for all decorations that 
go to make a family tree la desirable 
and worth while. 

The following rcceipe will fireproof 
decorations: 

-Two ounces of carbonate of soda; two 
ounces of ammonia carbonate; two 
ounces of boric acid; five gallons of 
water. 

Let it come to a boil and strain, spray 
all decorations on the tree. 

A pine tree becomes very combusti- 
ble and inflammable after being in the 
houie for a few days and ahould not be 
exposed to any optn flnme. 

Where candles are used in churchea 
or schools, tin. zinc or sheet asbestos*
